Means for tensing the facial skin 
and a process for its production 

Applied for on 23rd March 1955 (A 1714/55) . - Beginning of 
patent life: 15th April 1959. 

The object and the purpose of cosmetics are and have always 
bee.;\ to beautify and to make people feel young. Earlier 
attempts were made to achieve this aim by a substantial 
expenditure on powder and make up, by means of which the 
impression of youthfulnese was given and attempts were made to 
conceal defects, such as above all wrinkles and folds of the 
sk.;n. For a number of years past, use has been made, ir order 
to overcome wrinkles and folds, of surgical methods, in which 
the. skin is tensed by sometimes very laborious and complicated 
facial operations, a process which is not only long drawn out 
ana costly, but is also really painful. In recent ti'-nes, a 
change has been made to the insertion of threads in the skin 
at the points at which the folds appear, and these threads are 
then provided with corresponding knots, which are to cause a 
tensing of the skin. These threads have to remain for a 
lengthy period in the skin (about 14 days) , which is very 
unpleasant and painful. The long-term effect of these surgical 
processes, moreover, is very problematical and therefore not 
infrequently they have to be repeated. 

Methods are also known for the supply of active ingredients to 
the skin by applying plasters or masks, which have the effect 
of caring for and strengthening the skin. Such masks, which 
are available in various forms, consist, as a rule, of a piece 
of material, cotton wool or the like, which is impregnated 
with oil or another vehicle and remains for a longer period on 
the face due to suine kind of fastening. Plaster bandages are 
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also based on this principle. The application of euch masks or 
bandages is not easy and is scarcely possible without outside 
help, and because they have to remain for a long period on the 
parte of the skin which are to be treated, they are also 
inconvenient and really disturbing. 

The present invention now creates a means which permits 
wrinkles and folds of the facial skin to be overcome 
painlessly and without bleeding, without any surgical 
operation, in which the use of these means is extremely 
simple, so that they can be applied without outside help and, 
above all, no medical treatment is required. The subject of 
the invention are foils which are impregnated with active 
ingredients and which are applied to the parts of the face to 
be treated, with adhesion. 

These strips of active ingredient in accordance with the 
invention are foils, which are adapted in their form to the 
anatomical requirements of the facial muscles, are provided 
with a paste which contains an active ingredient and are 
characterized in that they consist of a silk tissue which is 
impregnated with polyvinyl alcohol, and this tissue is coated 
with a paste containing a placenta extract and/or vitamins in 
particular vitamin B8 . Preferably the paste should contain 
agar agar and/or alginate and protein and it should have a pH 
value between 5 and 6.5. 

The production of the foils is carried out in a manner such 
that initially foils are cut out of the silk tissue, which are 
adapted in their form to the anatomical conditions of the 
various parts of the face, and these foils are impregnated 
with a solution of polyvinyl alcohol. These foils are then 
coated with the active ingredient, which for its part is 
starred with agar agar, alginates and protein solution, which 
have been found to be particularly suitable as carrier 
substances, to form a pasty mass, as is described in the 
examples below, and are applied on the impregnated silk foils. 



The paste should preferbly have a pH value of 5 to 6.5, 
because this hae been found to be advantageous. After drying, 
the foils are packed in accordance with their purpose so as to 
be ^JL^^^t^s possible. For use, they are moistened and 
are stuck on to those parts of the face where folds in the 
skin or wrinkles are to be removed. Optimally, this treatment 
is carried out overnight. In the morning the foils of active 
ingredient are then removed again, after which it can be seen 
that the wrinkles and folds have disappeared at those points 
where the foils were applied. The desired success of the 
treatment, namely the removal of wrinkles and folds, is not 
achieved by merely painting on the active ingredients, such as 
placenta extract or certain vitamins, which are known per se 
in cosmetics. These active ingredients, in the present case, 
only have the purpose of supporting the effect of the foils in 
an advantageous manner. The tension effect is achieved in the 
first place purely mechanically by the tensing effect of the 
foi'.s, wherein the impregnation of them with polyvinyl alcohol 
keeps the foils supple despite the impregnation and ensures a 
good adhesive capability. But above all the skin tensing 
effect which removes the wrinkles and folds is achieved, 
because the silk foils in accordance with the invention are 
suitable to increase the electrical tension gradients which 
are present in the body cells and thereby also to activate the 
biological processes, so that thereby an acceleration of the 
regeneration processes and therefore a rejuvenation of the 
parts of the skin which are concerned are caused. 



This advantageous effect, however, cannot be achieved for 
example with masks or bandages, because they cannot be applied 
as tightly as the foils with active ingredient in accordance 
with, the invention. Nevertheless, the foils are in no way 
inconvenient, which one certainly cannot say of maska, and 
above all they are very easy to apply. Below some examples 
will be provided of the active paste which is to be applied on 
the impregnated silk foils. 
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Example 1: 10 g agar agar, 9 g sodium chloride and 1.5 g 
nipagin are dissolved in 1000 g of water and boiled until the 
volume is about 750 cm 3 . Then 150 g sorbite and 100 g glycerine 
(28°Be) are added and adjusted to pH = 6 . 4 with lactic acid. 
Finally 10 - 30 g of placenta extract available on the market 
is added and stirred to form a homogenous substance. 

Example 2: a solution is prepared of 1.5 g alginate, 1.5 g 
nipagin, 0.5 g calcium citrate, dissolved in 1000 g of water, 
adjusted with citric acid to a pH value of 5 to 6 , and this 
solution is reacted with the same volume of a protein solution 
which contains 15 g protein dissolved in one liter. To this 
mixture 5 g liophylized placenta extract is then added and the 
totality is stirred to form a homogenous substance. 

Other vitamins, in particular vitamin B8 , can also be added to 
these mixtures. 

The active ingredients penetrate deeply into the skin and have 
an extraordinarily vitalising effect on the slack parts of 
tissue, which strongly supports the skin tensing effect of the 
foils, so that wrinkles and folds are overcome in a totally 
natural manner. 

Patent claims : 

1. Means for tensing the facal skin, consisting of a foil 
which is adapted in its form to the anatomical requirements of 
the muscles of the face and is provided in a paste containing 
an active ingredient, characterized in that the foil consists 
of a silk tissue which is impregnated with polyvinyl alcohol 
and is coated with a placenta extract and/or with vitamins, in 
particular vitamin B8 contained in a paste. 

2. Means in accordance with claim 1, characterized in that 
the paste which contains the active ingredient contains agar 
agra and/or alginate and protein and has a pH value between 5 



and 6.5. 



3 . A process for the production of means in accordance with 
claims 1 and 2, characterized in that silk foils which are 
adapted in their form to the anatomical requirements of the 
muscles of the face are impregnated with a solution of 
polyvinyl alcohol, then dried and finally are coated with a 
paste containing mainly placenta extract as the active 
ingredient, which is produced on the basis of alginate or of 
agar agar, and then it is dried again.
